Dr. Madil! was speaker at the 
Rotary meeting on Monday and 
gav e a brief but interesting and 
instructive talk on “Blood Tran¬ 
sfusions” and tli e rapid prog¬ 
ress made in this phase of mod 
iea* praciie e in the past few 
years. 

In the 1880’s transfusions 
l ad I con attempted, and while 
the odd one proved successful 
there were ; ’0 many failures 
that it was only attemped in a 
matter of life and death. If 
there was no hope i or a patient 
any cither way, then a transfus 
io nwould h e attempted. 

Cataloguing of blood soon foil 
owed, and four classifications 
were mad 0 s (> that the wrong- 
typo ot blood would not he given 
The speaker stated that to tran 
sfus e the wrong type of blood 
to a patient was a sure method 

billing them and this had to 
he watched very closely. In 
these early attempts the tran¬ 
sfusion was made direct from 
the donor to the recipient and 
tliis operation had to he watch 
ed very carefully by those in 
attendance. 

In the Gieat War with its 
thousands of hopeless cases, 
blood transfusion had opportun 
itiis lor a great deal of trial, 
and many of the errors of the 
earlier day s were removed. To¬ 
day Clubs are formed and don¬ 
ors Jiav e their blood tested and 
catalogued, and their names 
placed on the list and when 


they are needed they are called 
In Lethbridge there nr € over 
200 on tlie list of those who may 
he called. Blood is catalogued 
into four classes no w AB, A, B 
and O, and while there is a 
small way in slightly dissimilar 
types, it is still advisable to 
got matched blood for any tran¬ 
sfusion made. 

Today, direct transfusion is 
not practiced. The blood is 
taken from the donor in a flask, 
and then administered to th e pat 
ient, separate and apart from 
tli c donor. This has many ad¬ 
vantages, the intain on e being 
that fewer persons ar e need 
ed to carry out this type. Today 
too, instead of being only a life 
and death matter, transfusions 
are used for pneumonia, typhoid 
anemia, and a dozen and one 
°tluv places where a quick pick 
up for the patient seems to be 
advisable. . A 

H wag the Doctor’s opinion 
that a i>erson should not be call 
e l on for his blood for transfus 
ions oflener than once a month. 
A donor may spare a pint of 
blood once a month and get up 
from the transfusion and go a- 
bout his work, and feel no ill 
effects. However, if lie is called 
oftenej* than this, lie feels 
the effect on himself, and, nat¬ 
urally the blood lie gives is not 
as rich and strong as when he 
is used les s frequent .The talk 
was greatly enjoyed by the 
group present.

The couple 
signed the register in the fam 
ous Edward th e Confessor’s 
Chapel, and a new chapter in 
history had been written.

ovement in crop conditions in all 
districts of th e province is the 
high-light of this report. Cool 
weather which has encouraged 
stooling has been general. In 
some districts crop growth has 
been retarded by low temperat¬ 
ures and warm weather is need¬ 
ed. Areas which ne?ded rain at 
the time of our last report have 
been relieved by general prec¬ 
ipitation. In the extreme south¬ 
eastern part of the province and 
the district north-west of Ed¬ 
monton, additional rains would 
bo very beneficial but no reports 
indicate that the ne? d is urgent 
As crops continue to make stea 
dy progress the early damage 
from high winds is being decre 
ased. 

Live stock and dairying have 
also benfitted from the general 
rains. All correspondents report 
live stock making good progress 
but dairy production shows a 
tendency to decrease. 

On th e insect front, th e out¬ 
break of Red-back cutworms 
in the Peace River district is 
by far th e most serious feature. 
Damage may amount t 0 as high 
as 2 Ty f /c, in the Grande Prairie 
district and west thereof, while 
north of th e river the outbreak 
is less severe. Grasshoppers have 
not been a serious factor during 
the past two week s on account 
of the cool wet weather. 

FIELD CROPS: Wheat is 
making good growth with amp 
le supplies of moisture. Th e cool 
weath €r has encouraged stool¬ 
ing, which in itself is desirable 
from Hie standpoint of securing 
high yields. In some districts 
stubbled in crops are reported 
to be very weedy. 

Coars e grains are making 
good headway. In Census Divis¬ 
ions 3 and 5, sonig coarse grains 
are still being sown, seeding hav 
ing been delayed until moisture 
conditions were more favorable, 
the grasshopper outbreak lias 
been checked by the cool moist 
weather, but further attacks by 
this insect may occur when 
warm weather returns. Bait con 
tinues to b e spread wherever 
conditions are satisfactory. The 
most serious aspect of the insect 
situation is the outbreak of 
Red-back cutworms in the Peace 
River block. The Grand Prairie 
district and westward from that 
point into B. C. have suffered 
most severly, damage in some 
cases being reported as high as 
25%. Rainfall in the past two 
weeks has not been sufficient to 
check the ravages of the insect. 
Some fields of clover and alfalfa 
hav e been riddled by the 
back cutwoUm. The situation 
north of the river, although bad, 
is not nearly as severe as it is 


in the Grande Prairie area. 

Summerfallowing i s well un¬ 
der way in most areas. 

LIVE STOCK: Continued im 
pnovement in the live stock in¬ 
dustry is shown by the reports 
from our correspondents. Pas¬ 
tures and feed conditions are ex 
cellent and young stock are mak 
ing rapid headway. Some cattle
